How to Balance the Budget 


The key to all this lies in the dif- 


ference between government invest- 
ment and government spending. And 
the key to the present confusion about 
the federal b 


these two tilings. 


The government can balance its bud- 


get now by adopting the rule of paying 
for relief and recovery efforts which 
produce no off-setting revenues out 
of tax revenues. Then it may engage 
in whatever adventures it chooses in 
the field of investment and raise the 
money for that purpose by means of 
bunds. 


If Die government spends a billion 


dollars for housing, raisees the billion 
by issuing bonds, and then rents the 
houses for a sum sufficient to pay 
the interest and amortize the principle, 
there is no need to include those ex- 
penditures in the budget. 
If the 


government finds it necessary to subsi- 
dise such n housing development, 
the subsidy should be counted as an 
expenditures, 


"Investment" Covers Many Sins 
It is this perfectly sound principle 


which is now being misused. The 
plan now is to use the word "invest- 
ment" to cover a multitude of expen- 
ditures which are not investment. 
Money spent on soil conservation, 
on WPA, on grants to states, on 
bridge and highway building which 
arc outright expenditures and will 
never come back to the federal gov- 
ernment, arc not investments no mat- 
ter how desirable the expenditures 
may be. 


But the discussion serves to outline, 


nto merely a wise bookkeeping policy 
but a wise financial policy. That pol- 
icy may be stated thus: 


That the government will engage 


in useful low-cost housing construct- 
ion throughout the UnitedJStates to be 
financed by ^overrimerifboiid* issues 
the housing production to be operated 
on a basis to yield interest and amor- 
tization charges; that the government 
will at first subsidise, housing deve- 
lopments in part but such subsidies 
to come out of tax moneys; and that 
all government expenditures not sus- 
ceptible of recapture shall be paid 
for out of tax money.

Long a dictator of San Luis Polosi 
state, Cedillo died in the mountains of 
central Mexico where he had hidden 
for seven months. 


The War Department said that his 


body was found after troops dispersed 
a bund of rebels headed by Ccdilio 
near the village of La Viznaca in the 
La Yen tana mountains. Also left dead 
on the field after a 35-minute battle 
with the band of 17 men was the body 
qf Elodio Cedillo, a relative. 


A Mexican Indian 
of

Cedilip was secretary of agriculture 
in Cardenas' cabinet until 1937 when 
he broke with the president in the 
belief that division of farmlands among 
the pcpns was being carried out too 
rapidly. Cedillo retired to his Las 
Palomas ranch where he had a peasant 
army of 19,000.

The "hue and pry" against the press, 


the publisher said, had arisen because 
"when President Roosevelt tried to 
break down the American constitution 
by packing the Supreme Court and re- 
ducing it to a yes court, the press 
stood up and fought honestly and 
courageously in its editorials against 
the one-man rule embodied in the 
iniquitious court 
bill—and 
helped 


beat it." 


"It is because the press bravely 


raised its voice of warning when three 
men, chosen by Mr. Roosevelt, drafted 
(lie original reorganization bill," he 
went on. "No wonder the editorial 
opinion of the press opposed it. For 
this extraordinary measure was writ- 
ten in such a spirit of contempt for 
democracy 
that it authorized Mr. 


Roosevelt, to abolish or change the 
name and functions of every office in 
the government, constitutional or oth- 
erwise. 


"In the third place, it is because 


the press fought and Beat the so-called 
May war bill. It was, in reality, no 
war bill, but it went far beyond any 
measure ever devised in the interest of 
carrying on war. It clothed the pres- 
ident with a complete economic dic- 
tatorship." 


•Financial Pressure' 


Ickes said he did not intend to 


"bring an indictment against the press 
as a whole, but I charge, and the 
record will bear me out, that while as 
to government regulation and control 
the press of America is free, it is not 
—because of its own financial and 
economic tieups—what it should be, a 
free servant of a free democracy." 


"The chief accusations" made by 


the people against the press, he said, 
were: 
"First, that it has financial affiliation. 


or is subject to financial pressures,

A great tide of political change is 


rollnig across South America just 
as it is across the rest of the world. 


By that is meant not the kind o£ 


puny barrack-revolution 
that 
has 


given Ecuador 13 governments in 
three years, but a real awakening of 
the "plain people." 


That tide is leaving its impress on 


even the most dictatorially-run coun- 
tries. In Peru, where President Ben-, 
avides rules in admitted defiance of 
the returns o£ the last election, his 
government moves toward progression 
many directions. Many of its active 
Hies are quite similar to .those oi 
Mexico, where a left goyernnient rules'. 
• V Gigantic publiiJ -;\vbrks-<jnjroads,- jrr 
rigation projects and ' buildings,'' a 
Widespread social security system 
government-run 
restaurants 
where 


working men can dine well and cheap- 
ly, public housing projects. 


Tide May Have Turned 


Why? Because just as in Europe 


dictators knows that they rule only 
by virtue of the fact that they are 
doing some things for the people's 
benefit, so in South America radical 
movements and the upsurge of hither- 
to negligible masses of people are so 
strong that even dictators must swim 
with the tide. 


This pressure may already have 


turned the tide against Fascist in- 
fluence. For the first time an elected 
leftist government has been allowed 
to take office. This is in Chile. Sev- 
eral times such regimes have been 
elected in 
various 
Latin-American 


countries only to be jockeyed out of 
power by a palace revolt or military 
coup. In Chile a "united front" sim- 
ilar to that which recently governed 
France, is in power. 


So much has been written about 


Fascist penetration in South America, 
and about alleged Communist pen- 
etration, that little has been said 
about South America's native brand 
of leftist radicalism, the Aprista Move- 
ment. 


Aprista Lender Is Fugitive 


The leader of this movement, Victor 


Haya de la Torre, is at present a 
fugitive in his native Peru, but the 
movement is felt in almost every 
South American country. It is closely 
linked to the ABC revolutionary move- 
ment in Cuba. Mexico is attempting 
to bring its own revolutionary party 
closer to the Apristas. 


In fact, Mexico, as the only south- 


ern country which has established 
revolutionary government as a going 
concern, today occupies a position sim- 
ilar to that whcih Russia occupied in 
Europe in 1919. It is a natural leader 
of revolutionary movements. 


Mexico is making strenuous efforts 


to cultivate the South American revo- 
lutionaries. She sent Regis Spindola 
to Cuba, Fernando Galvan to Brazil 
and the Argentine. Venezuela, Colom- 
bia and most of Central America have 
been covered by Mexican emissaries. 


Out of Conflict, the Middle Way 
Part of Mexico's strategy is to gain 


support for her own policies, especial- 
ly the oil expropriations. 
The re- 


mainder is simply the yen for evange- 
lization which lies close to the heart 
of all revolutionaries.

Approximately 75 per cent of the 


property of the Arkansas Bank & 
Trust Co., insolvent, sold at public 
auction here December 7, has been re- 
pected, W. S. Atkins, deputy bank 
commissioner in charge, said Friday. 


There is a possibility that the ma- 


jority of the other 25 per cent will 
also be rejected, Mr. Atkins added. 


The state banking department and 


holders of first mortgages on the 
property feel that the property failed 
to bring its true value and that prob- 
ably private sales would hike the 
value 
substantially, 
Mr. 
Atkins 


pointed out. 


Among the 56 pieces of real estate 


property sold at the public auction 
was the Arkansas Bank & Trust Co., 
building. Sale of the building has 
been rejected by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, holder of the 
first mortgage. 
' 


At public auction, the highest bid 


was offered by T. S. Grayson, Mag- 
nolia banker. He bid $12,850. 


Since the sale was conducted, pri- 


vate bids have been offered on sev- 
eral pieces of the property at sub- 
stantially higher prices than offered 
"under the 
hammer," Mr. Atkins 


said. 


Depositors of the bank had been 


paid 86V4 cents on the dollar prior to 
the sale—and it is believed that the 
remaining assets of the bank—the 5G 
pieces of real estate property—will 
benefit the depositor in large div- 
idends if private sales are made in- 
stead of letting the real estate go at 
public auction.

tary club Friday by C. C. Spragins, ,, 
cashier of Citizens National bank, who 4s- 
has been with the bank continuously 
since its founding in' 1902.

The modern banking system had its 


origin in Venice, Italy, in 1587/Mr. 
Spragms said, and the first bank-notes 
were issued in Sweden in 1661. 


The first bank in the United States 


was the Bank of North America, Phil- 
adelphia, formed hi 1782. 
, 


Mr. Spragins recalled the complicat- 


ed history of the first bank ever or- 
ganized in Arkansas—marking an ex- 
cursion by the state government into 
the banking business. This was the 
Real Estate Bank, founded with a cap- 
ital of one mUlion dollars. It lasted 
three years—and was 39 years in the! 
process of liquidation. 


In the period 25 years ago, said Mr! 


Spragins, it wasn't unusual for highly 
solvent banks to find themselves short 
of currency. Sometimes it was neces. 
sary, in place of greenbacks, to use 
"John Doe" money, which was simply 
a St. Louis bank's cashier's checks 
made out in denominations of S5 
and ?10. 


This situation, he said, led to the 


formation of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem. 


The general banking moratorium of 


1933, he added, resulted in the latest 
banking regulation—the establishment 
of the Federal Deposit Insurance cor- 
poration, which insures aE deposits up 
to ?5,000 per depositor. 


Twenty-five years ago, he said, Hope 


had bank deposits of % million. To- 
day local bank deposits are approxi- 
mately 2% millions.

The expert masseur sometimes ap- 


plies squeezing movements in which 
the tissues are kept between the fin- 
gers and hands or sometimes in which 
the superficial' tissues of the body 
are compressed between the finger- 
tips or hand and the .underlying struct- 
tures. In the first method the masseur 
takes up the skin between the fingers 
and thunlg and rolls it one itself. 


In kneading movements the muscle 


tissue is taken up itself in the hands 
atid squeezed. In friction movements 
the hand is placed on the skin and the 
skin is rubbed in such n manner as 
to squeeze material out of the skin 
and to disperse collections of fluid. 
Some times in these movements 
vibrating with the hand.

The third main type of movement in 


massage is percussion or tapoement. 
This is a,most powerful form of mas 
sage varying from the mildest tap 
on .the surface of the skin to tapping 
with especially devised mallets over 
protective boards. 
The general ef- 


iect of. such, movements is to pro- 
duce a healthy glow throughout all 
the tisuues. 


The raasseur is able to fell whether 


or not the massage is causing in- 
crease of pain and swelling and de- 
crease in ability to move the tissues 
or whether it is decreasing the pain 
and swelling and increasing thcumot- 
ion. 
:'. 


One of the chief dangers of mas- 


sage lies in the disturbance of clots 
in the tissues which may result from 
inflammation within the blood ves- 
sels or of damage to swollen organs. 
Unless the masseur or masseuse is 
guided, therefore, by medical infor- 
mation as to the health of the pat- 
ient, there may be serious results 
as well as beneficial ones. 
Increase 


in pain is a. danger sign. 


Tlie other great danger of massage 


is the stimulation of tissues \vhich 
require rest as the main element to- 
ward recovery. .It is possible to insure 
reactions even 
in paralyzed limbs 


sufficiently, vigorous 
manipulation 


but where as a normal muscle can pro- 
tec itself from injury by contracation 
a slightly paralyzed muscle does not 
have this ability. In such cases mas- 
sage may do far more harm than good 


For these reasons, massage in the 


presence of disease of any type should 
never be attempted 
except

Peter Sees Christ's Glory 


Text: Matthew 17:1-!), 14-18 


was glorified before these disciples in 
such a way* that His very appearance 
became.illuminated and splendid. Al- 
so there appeared wild Him in the 
vision' the great lenders 6f Israel, 
Moses nnd Elijah. They also henrd 
the voice proclaiming Jesus as the Be- 
loved Son. 


H was no Wonder that they fell on 


their faces, and that fear came upon 
them. Perhaps it was awe rather than 
fear. 
At any rate, they wei'e re- 


stored at ihe human touch as Jesus 
came nnd touched them and bade them 
arisp and be not afraid. Then came 
tho return to normal experience as 
they saw 'Jesus only, and came down 
from the mountain top. 


A/ew verses on, wo are brought 


back onto the level of ordinary ex- 
perience, of trial and sorrow and 
doubt, as there comes a man seeking 
healing for his son, who is an epileptic. 
Jesus seemed to interpret the com- 
plaint that the disciples could not 
cure him ns a distrust of the wonder- 
working power, for it brought out 
His reference to a faithless generation. 
But He healed the epileptic. The 
criticisms of the Master had always 
benefited them. His gentleness, loving 
kindness, and power and willingness 
to bless. 


The story of the transfiguration lifts 


us somewhat out of and above the 
normal experiences of life and the 
daily relationship of Jesus with His 
dWciples. 


That such an incident should have 


taken place is in itself very signifi- 
cant, and it seems to suggest that 
something more is necessary in re- 
ligious faith and experience than just- 
tho normal and usual day-by-day de- 
votion, in spirit .and to one's ta'sks. 
Why should unusual experiences be 
necessary? 


I suppose it is because if there were 


n'o such experiences one would tend-' 
to become discouraged through not" 
seeing things in their right perspec4 
live and getting, the sort of vision; 
.lhal is, only possible where one ascendsi 
lo some place that is above the ordi-' 
nary level. 


In our physical life we realize quite' 


clearly the meaning of ascent into a 
high hill or a mountain top. That man 
is dull indeed whose mind and soul 
do not thrill to the vision from a 
mountain top. 


Why did Jesus take with Him only 


James, Peter and John? Why did Ha 
not take with Him all the disciples? 
The answer is that it He had taken 
them all, it would have lacked the 
quality of unusual experience. 


He took these three because Ihey 


were the three who either most need- 
ed this vision from the heights and 
from the heights of experience, or be- 
cause they were the three most force- 
ful disciples who, if their own faith 
was strengthened and inspired, would 
be most calculated to strengthen and 
inspire others. 


The very fact that Peter was so im- 


pulsive, and that James and John were 
so filled with ambition, made these 
men open to the temptations that beset 
life impulsive and that are apt o over- 
whelm men who set for themselves 
very high goals when they do not seem 
to be attaining their obpect. 


The mountain-top experience may 


seem strange to us. We do not know 
just what happened. We coll it the 
transfiguration, and Jesus in some way
